EVERAL days ago the press dispatches carried an item to 


1 the effect that Governor Edwards of New Jersey, who made 


« spectacular bid for a presidential nomination as the friend of 
the liquor interests, has perpetrated a ghastly joke by the ap- 
pointment of James K. Nugent of Newark, that si ate, to ue 
public prosecutor of Esscx-co. 


Nugent's record is that of a notorious political boss and 


outbidding Edwards even, for the support of the liquor inter- 
ests. He attracted a bit of unenviable notoriety years ago in a 
fight on then Governor Wilson and later opposed him from with- 
in the party when Wilson was president. Of late Nugent has 
been conspicuous as the personal counsel of those who find 
profit in violating the prohibition law.

This of course, is not to be construed as saying that whisky 


runners and "bootleggers" are to be deprived of attorneys. 
Even' man is entitled to his day in court, but it is also equally 
true that it is the height of abomination that a man of the type 
of "Jim" Nugent, the fou of political decency, should be en- 
trusted with the enforcement of the law. A man so notoriously 
out of sympathy with law enforcement as he should have the 
"•race to decline" a task for which he is so clearly unfitted. 
° ' His mere appointment serves notice that the law will be 
disregarded in his particular bailiwick. 
His appointment in 


itself constitutes the essence of lawlessness. It is trite to say 
that Governor Edwards named him for the express purpose of 
flouting those who believe that every law should be enforced 
zealously and whole-heartedly. But practical jokes of this kind 
always prove costly to taxpayers, to civic decency, to govern- 
mental stability. Governor Edwards's act is essentially an act 
of anarchy and the only kind of anarchy of which we need have 
fear in the United States. 
It goes without saying that the end aspired to in this case 


will be defeated by its own inherent rottenness. 
It is the hope 


of the Jersey governor and his political henchman, to make the 
On tho screen they often marry; 


prohibition law odious thru lack of enforcement. But the peo-joff the screen they marry often, 
pie of New Jersey cannot be fooled by temporizing of this kind.

Nine Years Of European Trade 


bonanza days of American foreign trade, when exports 


- •*- to Europe rose to three billion, four billion, and almost to 
five billion dollars, are past, and, judging by the after effects, 
happily past. The year 1921 produced the most abrupt slump 
in foreign trade known to our history. Yet the European ex- 
ports of 1921, measured in, dollars, were nearly 60 per cent, 
greater than those of 1913, and measured in quantity, or in ac- 
tual use values, were probably somewhat in excess of those of 
1913. 
In other words, so far as exports go our trade with Eu- 


rope last year, in a period of extreme depression, more than 
equalled the high water mai;k of the pre-war period. 


The unhealthy condition of our European trade is shown, 


obviously, in the low level of imports. Last year's imports were 
valued at $760,000,000, whereas the imports of 1913 were 
valued at $865,000,000, but at least twelve hundred million 
1921 dollars would be required to equal eight hundred and 
sixty-five million 1913 dollars. To put it the other way around, 
our last year's imports are not worth much more than half a 
billion dollars in 1913 money. This is serious enough, yet it 
was not until 1905—nine years before the outbreak of the great 
war—that our imports definitely and permanently passed the 
half-billion point. 


Before the war our prosperity, as reflected in foreign trade, 


was by many business men measured by the excess of exports 
over imports. In 1913 this excess in the European trade ap- 
proached $600,000,000, in the abnormal year of 1920 it was 
nearly $3,200,000,000, and last year it exceeded $1,500,000,- 
000. This "favorable balance" is now recognized as an clement 
of danger. Yet the fact that European buyers were able to ob- 
tain $1,500,OOT),0,00 worth of credit in the United States in ex- 
treme hard times, and after a lai'gc number of competent ob- 
servers had declared Europe insolvent, testifies to the toughness 
of the commercial fabric. It also affords a basis for the hope 
that with the aid of new credit machinery erected to meet this 
precise situation our trade can be extended during 1922 and the 
recovery of Europe correspondingly hastened. 


Our best European customer last year was Great Britain, 


which bot $940,000,000 worth of goods and sold us $234.000,- 
000 worth. Our next best customer was Germany, which bot 
$375,000,000 worth of goods and sold us goods to^the value of 
880,000,000. French purchases amounted to $225,000,000, and 
French sales in this country to $142,000,000. Our trade with 
Germany a> well as with the rest of Europe will probably in- 
crease. 
If it does, our interest in reparations and in the'eco- 


nomic policies adopted by the Genoa conference will be s 
thing more than academic.—New York Globe.
